Plans for a yacht harbor at Coyote 


Point, midway between Burlingame 
and San Mateo, were revealed by the 
San Mateo Chamber of Commerce. A. 
W. Deuel, president of the San Fran- 
cisco Bay Bridge Company, is one of 
the leading backers of the project. 

While walking along a new stretch 
of state highway between Mt. Brow 
and Columbia recently, Fred Dam- 
bacher of Springfield picked up a 
specimen of quartz which contained a 
little more than $30 worth of gold. 

A campaign to have designated as 
the location for a school of instruction 
f-r state traffic officers has been 
launched by Red Bluff business men, 
and J. J. Borree, inspector in charge 
of traffic schools, has declared that 
the city’s petition will be given every 
consideration. Red Bluff has already 
been designated as the headquarters 
for the district inspector, and it is 
pointed out that, being at the hub of 
the highway system in northern Cali- 


fornia, Bed Bluff is within easy reach | 


of all officers in northern California. 


Bank and corporation franchise 
taxes for the current fiscal year will 
bring approximately $6,000,000 into 
the coffers of the state, it was esti- 
mated by Reynold E. Blight, state 
franchise tax commissioner. He said 
he expected to receive 35,000 returns 
before the March 15 deadline. Return 
blanks have been mailed by Blight to 
banks and corporations having a tax- 
able year coinciding with the calend- 
ar year. Every corporation doing busi- 
ness in the state is required by law 
to make its return within two months 
and fifteen days after the close of its 
fiscal year, Blight pointed out, and the 
maximum tax is $25. Penalties are 
provided in the law for failure to 
transmit a return. 


The city of Richmond had instruct- 
ed H. J. Brunnier, San Francisco engi- 
neer, to prepare plans for repairing 
municipal dock No. 2, on the inner 
harbor, damaged by fire last Novem- 
ber. The city has settled with an in- 
surance company for $7799, estimated 
damage to the dock. 


Safeguarding California watersheds 
as the best protective measures for 
the state’s forestry and water re- 
sources was recommended by conser- 
vationists representing a score of or- 
ganizations after a session in the capi- 
tal assembly chambers in Sacramen- 
to. Endorsing a policy of broader pub- 
lic education in fire prevention, the 
delegates, representing all sections of 
the state, pledged unqualified support 
to the State Forestry Board in its con- 
servation program for 1930. Resolv- 
tions passed by the group asked that 
California, as an obligation in protect- 
ing its watersheds, immediately carry 


ment calls for widening d thicken- 
ing of the present 15-foOt concrete 
pavement near Banta, two miles cast 
of Tracy, with asphaltic concrete, 200 
feet wide. 

Drillers putting down a well at San 
Bernardino for the city have encount- 
ered water which is declared to be too 
hot to pump into the mains. The thing 
which interests and puzzles city offi 
cials is that the new well is not more 
than 150 feet from another city well 
from which cold water is now being 
obtained. The new well will be drilled 
400 feet deeper, and if cold water is 
not found it is proposed to use the 
warm water in a municipal swimming 
pool planned for Meadowbrook Park. 

More than 60 per cent of Delhi set- 
tlers have filed acceptances of plan 
“w” for adjustment of contracts be- 
tween settlers and the state, it was 
announced by Charles W. Cleary, 
chief of the state division of land set 
tlement. Whether a sufficient number 
of settlers have acepted the plan to 
permit its successful operation can not 
be determined until an analysis of 
these acceptances has been made, 
Cleary explained. Practical factors in. 
volved in the Delhi situation are so 
complex that several days will be re- 
quired for analysis before it is deter- 
mined whether the acceptances are 
sufficient to put plan “W” into ef- 
fect,” Cleary said. 

California’s “traveling sanatorium” 
neared the 20,0000 mark in its state 
wide campaign of tuberculosis preven- 
tion among school children. A total of 
more than 19,000 students in Califor. 
nia schools were examined for symp- 
toms of the disease in 1929, Dr. Edythe 
Tate Thompson, chief of the tubercu- 
losis department of the Department of 
Public Health, reported. The “travel- 
ing sanatorium” is a motor truck, 
fitted with an X-ray apparatus and 
paraphernalia for making thorough 
examinations of high school students. 
The truck is manned by a corps of 
trained attendants, who work in con- 


junction with school authorities. The 
X-ray plates are developed in the 
truck, after examination has been 
made of each student in the fresh 
man class of high schools. Recommen 
dations are made after a case history 
has been prepared. Often a short rest 
from too strenuous outside activities 
is sufficient to arrest symptoms of the 
disease. 

Two important highway 
ment contracts, aggregating nearly 
$500,000, were awarded by the state 
department of public works. On his 
bid of $272,648, J. F. Knapp of Oak- 
land was given the contract for pav- 
ing seven miles in San Luis Obispo 
County. This project is another step 
in bringing the important coast route 
between Los Angeles and Sam Fran 
cisco to modern standards of construc 
tion. The Cornwall Construction Com 
pany, Santa Barbara, was awarded 
contracts for paving four miles in 
Santa Barbara County, between Zaca 
and Wigmore, at a cost of $153,239. 


A 400-acre tract at Patrick’s Point 
will be Humboldt’s first unit of the 
state’s park system. Arrangements to 
purchase the land, which includes a 
two-mile ocean and a one-mile Red 
wood highway frontage, practically 
has been completed. 

The state department of public 
works awarded the Griffith Company 
of Los Angeles a $2800 contract for 
super-elevating the asphalt concrete 
on four turns along the highway be 
tween the Los Angeles-Ventura coun 
ty line and Conejo grade. 

Railroad service between Point 
Reyes and Monte Rio on the thirty- 
six mile coast branch of the North 
western Pacific Railroad, was doomed 
following issuance of a discontinuance 
order by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission in Washington, D. C. 

Construction of shop buildings and 
warehouses costing $65,400 was start- 
ed on Goat Island for the lighthouse 
division of the federal government. A 
three-story reinforced concrete ware- 
house will adjoin a shop building of 
similar dimensions. 

Incident to the Federal Govern- 
ment’s renewal of surveys for devel- 
opment of Morro Bay, the San Joa- 
quin Valley Counties of Kings, Tulare, 
Fresno and Kern have been asked to 
provide funds for an economic survey 


to disclose the possible export ton- 
nage which such a seaport might re- 


ceive. The War Department is now 
engaged in a new survey of the possi- 
bilities of developing Morro Bay. 
Claims for $50,100 filed by Otto and 
Catherine Bushaw against Sutter 
County were tabled by the county sup- 
ervisors. The sum was claimed as 


damages declared by the Bushaws to 


have been caused by 3 defective coun- 


ty road.
